PROFITING BY THE FRENCH HAIR. 

Max Eberhardt Schmidt, civil and consult- 
ing engineer, was at headquarters yesterday 
morning seeking to arrange for a conference 
between Col. James Andrews, an engineer of 
Pittsburg, and the directors. His pyrpose is 
to present to the World's Fair management 
the mistakes and defects of the Paris Ex- 
position. Both Mr. Schmidt and Mr. An- 
drews visited Paris during the exposition 
and were entertained, with other eminent 
engineers of this country, by M. Eiffel. Ac- 
cording to these gentiemen the greatest 
defect in the Paris show was the method or 
rather tho total lack of classification of the 
exhibits. They were in search of a small 


model of a certain engine on exhibition, 


and spent a day and a half in their 
investigation before finding it. Messrs. 
Schmidt and Andrews will suggest to the di- 
rectors at their next meeting to construct a 
series of buildings and concentrate under 
tne roof of each all a‘iairs pertaining to each 
special industry. They desire, for instance, 
to have the shoemakers from all parts of the 
globe put together under one shelter. This, 
they claim, would give an excellent chance 
for architects to dhow their skill in the mat- 
ter of variety, and would furnish an incen- 
tive for the production of the neat, beauti- 
ful, anc unique in the way of constructive 
art. 

Mr. Schmidt is a member of the Society of 
Civil Engineers, and, until recently, was 
Chief Assistant Engineer of the South Pass 
Jetty at the mouth of the Mississippi River. 
He is now Chief Engineer of the Tampico 
Division of the Mexican Central Raiiway. 
Mr. Andrews bas been identified with Capt. 
James B. Eads in many of his projects and 
engineering exploits. 


THE FEDERAL COMMISSIONERS, 


They Will Probably Not Be Called Together 
Until About June 20. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 27.—[Special. |— 
It is thought that the Federal Commission 
will hardly be cailed together for organiza- 
tion till about June 20. There is no hurry, 
and the sentiment here seems to be that the 
Chicago peopie should be given all the time 
that may be needed to perfect their arrange- 
ments, so that when the commission does 
meet it will have something definite to go on. 
There will be no unnecessary delay on the 
part of the State Department in sending out 
invitations to foreign Governments to partici- 
pate. Unofficially foreign manufacturers 
know all about the Exposition and are get- 
ting ready for it, but officially their Govern- 
ments wül be some time yet in taking notice. 
Some interesting talk is heard about the 
Commissioners-at-Large. A local paper says: 
„The President's choice for World's Fair 
Commissioners has created a flutter in cer- 
tain political circles. Thus in Pennsylvania, 
the selection of P. A. B. Widener as Com- 
missioner-at-Large was a complete surprise 
to the Keystone delegation, and an unpleas- 
ant one to some of them. Alonzo Shotwell 
had the indorsement of the two Senators, 
Messrs. Cameron and Quay, ana all the Rep- 
resentatives, excepting alone Mr. Dalzell. 
*Indorsing Mr. Widener were Postmas- 
ter-General Wanamaker and Mr. Stephen 
B. Eikins. They favored him, it is said, be- 
cause the leaders of the Fair wanted him on 
account of his great experience in transpor- 
tation matters and his connection with Chi- 
cago street railroads. The delegation is 
hurt as wellas astonished at the weakness 
of their ‘pull’ in the matter. 
„Postmaster-General Wanamaker is also 
credited with having caused the selection of 
Mr. Henry Exall. He is the financial repre- 
sentative of the Drexels at Galveston, and 
has made large investments, involving milil- 
ions, for the banking houses of these great 
financiers.

IDEAS OF A FLORIDA MAN, 


Design for % Building 1,200 Feet High 
Containing Sixty Stories. : 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 7.— [Special.] — 
There was yesterday forwarded to one of tne 
Vice-Presidents of the World’s Fair from this 
city a design for a building for the World’s 
Fair ot 1892. A careful architectural draft 
has been prepared, from which photographs 
have been made showing the front of 
the building as it will appear. The 
inventor or designer of the building 
is a native of Illinois, who has been 
for many years a residént of this city. It is 
to be a pyramia 1,200 feet square at the base 
and 1,200 feet high. It is to be divided into 
Sixty stories, each twenty feet high. It is 
to be constructed entirely of steel, glass, and 
iron. Thirty-three acres will be covered, giv- 
ing a floor area of 200 acres, nearly double 
that ot the Paris Exposition.

RETURNED WITHOUT THE MESSIAH. 


The Indians Aré Despondent at the Non- 
Appearance of the Promised One. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., May 7.— [Special. I— Bill 
Friday, an Arapahoe chief living on tne Sho- 
shone reservation, returned yesterday from 
athree months’ trip to the Pacific coast, 
where he had gone to weicome the great In- 
dian Messiah, whese coming has been pre- 
dicted by medicine men and prophets for the 
last year. The coming of the Messiah was 
to mark a new period in the lives of the In- 
dians. They were to die and ali the dead 
Indians were to come to life. The ex- 
pected spirit was to rise out of the 
waves of the Pacific Ocean. Bill Fri- 
day was the designated messenger of 
the Shoshones and the Arapahoes to wel- 
come the advent. Loaded down with presents, 
Friday journeyed to a cortain rock overlook- 
ing the seaand there waited patiently for 
the arising of the Messiah. Incantation 
uttered as directed by the medicine man 
failed to haveany effect and the Arapahoe 
brave returned home. His arrival at the 
reservation unaccompanied by the spirit 
threw the Indians into complete despondency 
and completely destroyed their credence in 
the prophecies. Cetei, a noted Arapahoe 
chief, who has been lying ill for several 
months died shortly after Friday’s return. 
The agents at the reservation are highly 
pleased at the prospective ending of the 
Messiah agitation. For some time the In- 
dians have been restless, holding dances and 
religious pow-wows, and itis now thought 
they will settle down and become tractable 
again. 


FOR PROTECTION AGAINST THE BIG FOUR, 


Action by the National Butchers’ Associa- 
: tion at Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., May 27.—[Special.|—The 
National Butchers’ Protective Association 
began their fifth annual session in this city 
this morning. The most important business 
to come before the body, which contains 100 
delegates, is to devise some plan to protect 
themselves against the Big Four“ packers 
of Chicago, Armour, Swift, Hammond, and 
Morris. <A sign or trade mark will be adopt- 
ed wherewith to mark dressed meat of home 
preparation that has been inspected by the 
health officer and pronounced wholesome. 
President Charies James of St. Louis deliv- 
ered the annual address. He said that the 
Big Four people, in order to deceive the con- 
sumers of dressed meats, had adopted a 
fraudulent method of using signs reading 
„Home dressed meats in the stores that 
handle their goods, when in reality the meats 
are shipped from the establishments run by 
the combine. Mr. James also vehemently as- 
serted that the defgat of several protective 
measures in the courts and in the Legislatures 
during the last year were not the result of 
honest legislation, nor honest courts, but of 
the manipulation and machinations of bad 
and wicked men, meaning, it is presumed, 
the Big Four“ people. He spoke, too, of 
the advisability of making the association a 
benevolent institution, but recommended that 
this be left in the hands of the delegates 
themselves. The election of officers will be 
held tomorrow. 


INDICATIONS OF A CORNER IN COTTON. 


An Advance of Forty Points Causes Con- 
sternation Among Bears. 

New York, May 27.—Thereis every indica- 
tion of a corner in presentcrop months in the 
cotton market, and the bears are climbing 
over each other in their efforts to cover. The 
trading started with a sale in the July op- 
tion at one point advance. That month im- 
mediately moved up, and in the first hour 
advanced eighteen poifts. May, June, and 
August were urgently bid for, and advanced 
fifteen points in the same period.

The boys from the North Side 
met the boys from the South Side in the bar- 
ber-shop and nodded pleasantly enough. A 
pretense of social intercourse was main- 
tained. 8 

A FATAL LEAP-YEAR PARTY. 

That has all died out, ana has been followed 
by a social vendetta, for the real cause of 
which we must go back. War is not kiadled 
in a moment, like an oil-stove,, The process 
is slow. The cause frequently autedates the 
action by years, We must venture as far 
into the past as Jefferson’s Administration 
if we would seek the real provocation for 
the Rebellion.

At this juncture Miss Nellie Gilman un- 
folded a plan. Miss Gilman is the daughter 
of Col. Gilman, Marshal Hitchcock’s chief 
deputy.

„O. let's!“ cried all the other giris; and 
the tennis net was purchased and laid away, 
and when the gladsome springtime came, 
wreathed in lilacs anc crab blossoms, the 
tennis net was spread on the court-house lot 
and the fun began.

A TEMPERANCE LECTURE AT THE GRAVE. 


A Minister’s Remarkable Sermon Over an 
Old Soldier's Body. 

RockxrorD, III., May 28.— [Special. I— The 
members of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic are still criticismg the Rev. M. E. Cady, 
of Centennial M. E. Church, for his remarks 
at the funeral of Charles Nelson Sunday aft- 
ernoon. Mr. Cady used the occasion to 
teach a temperance lesson and dwelt almost 
entirely on the intemperance rather than on 
the good qualities of Nelson. The old sol- 
diers think it was in poor taste to detail the 
man’s vices over his dead body and in the 
presence of his mourning friends. Mr. Cady 
began his sermon by telling of Mr. Nelson’s 
withdrawal from the church and his subse- 
quent relapsing into intemperance, which 
had formerly been a habit with him. He 
spoke of his services as a soldier and said: 

‘Standing here and looking down upon 
the face of him whose memory we recall to- 
day, I say there lies too good a soldier, too 
too good a citizen, too good a man to be 
crushed and broken by the American saloon. 
I have charity for this man’s faults, as I be- 
lieve God has passed over them; but I have 
no words to express my horror and anger at 
the system established to dehauch men, to 
rob them of character, of home, and of 
Heaven for the revenue obtained theore-

As the ordimanceis yet before the 
South Side committee it cannot be reached 
next Monday except under a suspension of 
the rules, and can only come up the follow- 
ing Monday asa special order. The intén- 
tion, however, is to begin at once, and force 
a decisive vote before the Aldermanic sum- 
mer vacation. 

That the ageats of the project are active 
there can be no doubt. The recent effort to 
unite the Alley and the State Street L“ in- 
terests fell through because there is a gap 
between tne rights of way owned by the two 
companies. The Alley L“ is now looking 
out for new conntctions, which means a new 
franchise through Hyde Park and Lake. 

If the World’s Fair should be located at 
Jackson Park the competition between the 
State Street and the Alley L“ will become 
quite lively, much to the delight of the Al- 
dermen, no doubt. In the meantime the can- 
vass for the right of way for the Stock- Yards 
„L road is being vigorously pushed. 

The Aldermen do not take much stock in 
the Milwaukee avenue L“ ordinance intro- 
duced Monday by Ald. Keats. They say it is 
a scheme to head off the Hannahs company 
which claims to have the right of way aiong 
Milwaukee avenue, and whose ordinance is 
before the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
west. 

It is asserted that $8,000,000 is backing a 
movement for an ordinance granting a fran- 
chise to an Arcade and Hievated Railway 
company, a charter for which was obtained 
at Springfield last week. The announce- 
ment is also made that the details of the 
work have progressed so far that those in- 
terested were much surprised yesterday 
morning to find that the Alderman who was 
to introduce their ordinance Monday even- 
ing had not done 80. It is now promised 
that the ordinance will be introduced next 
Monday. No information is given as to the 
routes or specific plans of the road.

Not 
alone did the officers of the Manhattan 
company, it is charged, actas their compa- 
nies’ agents, but they actually wrote policies 
for them—a very serious infraction of Chap- 
ter Sec. 4, of the laws of this State for 
1884. The insurance men also say that the 
company dio not confine itself to a note pol-

No 
casn policies had been written by the 
company, and certainly no policies for 
Western ccmpanies had been written in 
the New York office.

Ix his remarks at Boston the other day 
Mr. Clarkson, who is a veteran politician, 
called attention to a fact which is known to 
all students of election returns—that the 
weak point of the Republican line, the one 
where it greatly needed strengthening, was 
in the cities and manufacturing towns. A 
prohibitory tariff paper printed in this city, 
anxious to escape the conclusion that city 
workmen are leaving the Kepublican party 
because the high duties it imposes on im- 
ports do not raise their wages as much as 


they think they should, and because they 


are told somebody has been pocketing a por- 
tion of the protection which was meant for 
them, challenges the correctness of Mr. 
Clarkson’s statement. It says proudly that 
the Republican vote keeps on growing in all 
the large cities—that it was larger in 1884 
than in 1880 ana in 1888 than in 188. It 
would be a sad state of affairs if it were not, 
considering how rapidly American cities are 
growing. But it is not stating the case hon- 
estly to say there has been an increase of 
the absolute vote of one party. The increase 
of the other should be given also, to see 
which has gained more. Take Chicago as 
being the nearest case at hand. In 1880 the 
Republicans cast 52.8 per cent of the total 
vote. Four years later they cast 51.4 per 
cent. In 1888 they cast 47.9 per cent. There 
has been a steady going down hill. What is 
true of this city is equally true of nearly 
every other manufacturing town in the 
United States. It is wiser to admit the fact 
and try to remedy it than to deny it and let 
things go from bad to worse. 


BROADER IDEAS ABOUT THE WORLD'S 
FAIR. 

Day by day Chicagoans are visibly freeing 
themselves from two notions which have in- 
fluenced them. One was that the Exhibition 
of 1893 was to be given by Chicagoans, chief- 
ly for Chicagoans; that citizens from ali 
parts of the country were desired to attend, 
but that in its management they were no- 
wise represented. The other notion was 
that the Fuir was to be a big bazaar—a dupli- 
cation on an enlarged scale of the excellent 
but diminutive Chicago expositions which 
have been given for the last seventeen years. 
It was the temporary rule of these ideas 
which gave strength to the agitation for the se- 
lechon of the Lake-Front as a site. As 
these ideas lose strength, the Lake-Front site 
loses it with them. 

Chicagoans are beginning to see that the 
Fair is not to be in Chicago for Chicagoans 
alone, but that it is located here by the direc- 
tion of the National Government acting for 
the people of the whole United States. They 
are also perceiving that the Fair is not to be 
limited to the showing of the products of 
the loom, or the fine workers in kid skins or 
gold, silver, and bronze, the painter and the 
sculptor. Itis not to be a shop window ona 


products of the soil, the mines, and the sea, 
and the inventive skill of America. it is to 
cover square rods where the Paris Exposi- 
tion covered square yards. It is to reveal 
the material wonders of a continent, while 
that displayed the artistic skill of a city. 

Therefore not half of those who favored 
the Lake-Front a month ago are for it now. 
Even if there were no filling and piling to be 
done at the cost of millions; though some 
convulsion of nature were to raise the bed of 
the submerged lands flusb with the surface 
of Michigan avenue, they would reject the 
Lake-Front simply because it is altogether 
too small. It has ceased with them to be an 
argument in its favor that as many square 
teet can be had there as at Paris, for they 
have learned that it is folly to attempt to 
rival the Exposition held there in artistic 
skill, display of pictures and fine arts, and 
microscopic accuracy of delicate detail. The 
Paris Fair must. be outdone by the occupa- 
tion and utilization of ground for exnibits 
which were hardly touched on at all in Paris. 

This country 1s the chosen home of me- 
chanical invention, agricuiture, and mining. 
It is here that machinery has done the most 
for man. Without the aid it has given him 
his conquest of this continent would be only 
begun. A display of machinery demands 
acres, while that of the products of machin- 
ery may be stowed away in square yards. 
The Lake-Front cannot be made to give those 
acres, and hence the necessity for turning 
‘where there is plenty of elbow room. 

Take the one subject of electrical appli- 
ances. At Paris there was practically no ex- 
hibit beyond that of Eaison’s. At Chicago 
there should be miles of electrical railways, 
which, besides carrying passengers from one 
part of the grounds to another, will illustrate 
the vast progress which has been made in 
this newest method of locomotion. Tele- 


electricity applied as motor power, and the 
other purposes for which this invisible agen- 
cy is used, and in all of which the people are 
interested, cannot be shoved off in an Amer- 
ican Fair into a gallery or a side room. 

The railroads of this country are its steel 
sinews. Without them it would be a vast, 
flabby mass incapable of concentration. 
With them it can utilize its immense natural 
resources. No American exhibition is com- 
plete, therefore, which leaves out the railways 
or which fails to show their appliances and 
their systems from the primitive days when 
Peter Cooper ran his tiny engine and com- 
peted with a mule down to the present time. 
All Americans are interested in railroad 
matters. Hence that enormously important 
subject must be given all the room it may 
ask for. 

The American inventor has devoted him- 
self to the arts of destroying life about as 
industriously as to those of making it pleas- 
anter. His deadly skill has revealed itseif 
in weapons large and small, from the re- 
volver up to the long: dynamite gun. At 
Paris there was no display of military prog- 
ress, not because it was a peace exposition 
but because each European nation, not 
knowing at what moment it may be in a 
death grapple with a neighbor, keeps its de- 
structive ingenuity to itself aud makes a 
secret of new rifles and smoxeless powders. 
The United States, so fortunate as to fear 
nobody, works away in a giass house and 
when it has discovered an uaproved method 
of killing people at long range asks the 
world to jook at it and to buy it, if it has 
the: money to spare. At Chicago there must 
be abundant room for the implements of 
| National defense and offense. 

In view of this evident necessity for much 
space Chicagoans are beginning to say that 
nothing less than a thousand acres will do. 
They do not say this out of brag. They are 
not thinking of a rivalry with Paris in mere 
acres, but they see that the great interests of 
this country, many of them almost unknown 
to France, demand a great deal of room.

DECAY OF SHEEP INDUSTRY EAST OF THE 
MISSOURI, 

Tus Trrpune has received a number of 
communications whose writers seek to prove 
that the falling-off in the business of raising 
sheep east of the arid regions beyond the 
Missouri is due to the slightly-reduced wool 
tariff of 1883. As these correspondents are 
unable to prove their case, it is not worth 
while to print their long letters. It will do 
them more good to be told ence for all what 
the sole and sufficient cause is of the state of 
affairs they depiore. It was not the high 
wool tariff of 1867 or the slightly lower one 
of 1888 which caused the faliing-off in the 
number of sheep east of the Mississippi. Nor 
was it either the higher or the lower tariff 
which fostered sheep on the dry, warm 
plains of the Southwest or on the shores of 
the Pacific. There are some occurrences in 
this world which are not due to tariffs, as is 
well illustrated by the sheep raising business 
in this country, 

The construction of the various Pacific 
railways and their branches, the killing off 
of the vast herds of buffaioes, and the grad- 
ual pacification of the Indians made avail- 
abie for the breeding of cattle and sheep a 
million square miles of high, dry plains. If 
the production of meat has outrun consump- 
tion, and the value for meat purposes of 
cattie in the Eastern States has been less- 
ened, it is because of the enormous number 
of animals reared at comparatively small ex- 
pense on the cheap lands west of the Mis- 
souri, and becauseof the existence of rail- 
road facilities for marketing the stock. 

Long before cattle were raised in Montana 
or Wyoming or in Texas sheep husvandry 
had been carried on in New Mexico and 
other Spanish provinces, and clumsy ox 
teams had dragged the wool 600 or 700 miles 
over the Santa Fé trail to Independence, Mo. 
The new railroads built in the Southwest 
after the war stimulated wool growing in a 
section which is specially adapted for tne pur 
pose—where the dry soil and snowless cli- 
mace are specially suited for the animal, and 
where Mexican sheep-herders can be had for 
half what labor costs in the Eastern States. 
There and inthe dry, mila climate of Cali 
fornia, Oregon, and Washington is the nat- 
ural American home of the sheep and there 
they have gone, not because of a tariff but 
by virtue of an inexorable law of fitness. 

In 1868 the total production of wool in this 
country was about 170,000,000 pounds. Of 
that not over 30,000,000 was grown west of 
the hundredth meridian. In 1880 out of 
240,000,000 pounds 86,000,000 came from the 
west of that line. At present half of the 
wool grown in this country must come from 
there. Hence it appears that natural causes 
have stimulated the production of wool in 
one section and depressed itin another. The 
tariff did not make these causes anda cannot 
unmake them. There wasa time when the 
Rock River Valley was a great wheat-grow- 
ing section. Little else was produced there. 
At present wheat is a crop of minor conse- 
quence. It was not the tariff or the lack of a 
tariff which checked wheat-growing in North- 
ern Illinois but the rivalry of cheaper lands 
farther west. 

Make the duty on wool twenty times what 
itis, and the cheaper cost of production in 
the dry, winterless regions will make them 
the seat of that industry, and will not re- 
vivify it in the rainy, snowy, arable regions. 
Ram-breeders like Delano, Harpster, and 
Lawrence of Ohio expect this. They do not 
imagine that an increased number of sheep 
will be raised east of the Mississippi for treir 
wool if the McKinley bill passes. They an- 
ticipate that the only ones raised in that sec- 
tion will be blooded male animals for sale to 
the flockmasters of Texas and New Mexico 
and the dry, warm regions, to keep up and 
improve the quality of their sheep. That has 
been going on for years. The fine blooded 
rams of Ohio have been shipped to the 
Far Southwest, and have improved greatly 
the quality of the sheep in that region. 
These three Ohioans have no idea that the 
farmer of the East will be benefited by any 
increase of the duties on wool, but they do 
think it will be a good thing for the breeder 
of extra fine sheep of the arid regions wno 
have no fear of Eastern competition. 

Whatever Congress may do, the wool in- 
dustry of the East has seen its best day. At 
present sheep are grown there chiefly for 
their mutton, and the time will doubtiess 
come when the demand for that meat will be 
supplied by the carcasses of Southwestern 
sheep, just as that for beef has been supplied 
by catile from the Western ranges. If Con- 
gress wishes to make wool-raising profitable 
in Illinois, Indiana, and Iowa it should forbid 
the importation of foreign wool ana woolens, 
and should pay for every pound of wool 
grown in the three States named a bounty 
equal to the difference between the cost of 
the production of the article there and on 
the broad, warm, dry plains of Texas, New 
Mexico, California, and the adjacent regions. 


: THE ROCK ISLAND ARSENAL. 

Illinois is a large State; Massachusetts a 
small one. Illinois has twenty Congressmen; 
Massachusetts twelve. It may be owing to 
this difference in numbers that the delega- 
tion from the last State votes and works like 
a unit when any matter involving one of the 
Many interests of Massachusetts is con- 
cerned, while the Illinois delegation rarely 
seems to act in concert, even when by doing 
so it could secure some substantial advantage 
for a Commonwealth whose interests it is 
sent to Washington to represent. The 
United States has two great arsenals and ar- 
mories—at Springfield, Mass., and at Rock 
Island in this State. While the Government 
works at the first of these places receive the 
constant care of the Representatives of 
Massachusetts, those at the second receive 
practically no attention from the Illinois 
members, and as a matter of course are neg- 
lected. Congressmen from other States do 
not bother their heads with matters which 
they look on as local to Illinois, and the War 
Department does the most for that armory 
which seems to have the most friends.

But of late they seem to have for- 
gotten that there is an arsenal at Rock Isl- 
and, and the resuit is that the Massachu- 
setts people are having everything their own 
way. 

Why cannot the Ilindisans bestir them- 
selves? Why cannot they for once pull to- 
gether, Republicans and Democrats! It is a 
matter in which there is no politics. It is 
for the good of the State of which they are 
all Representatives.

JUDGE PRENDERGAST ON COMPULSORY 
EDUCATION. 

Judge Prendergast has, made a timely con- 
tribution to the discussion of the compulsory 
school laws of Illinois and Wisconsin, stating 
clearly and comprehensively the history of 
the enactments of both States on the sub- 
jects. He has exceptional knowledge on all 
the points in controversy, and is therefore 
enabied to discuss them thoroughly and in- 
telligently. In the paper which he has just 
published concerning the matter he tells 
how the bill prepared for the IIlin ois Legis- 
lature to meet and correct éviis existing in 
Chicago came to be enacted in Wisconsin 
and shelved in Illinois. The Chicago bill 
passed the Lower House at Springfield. In 
the Senate a bill drafted, Judge Prendergast 
believes, by Superintendent Edwards was 
substituted. Mr. Edwards denies that he 
drafted the substituted bill. That he urged 
its adoption, however, is true, and it is un- 
fortunate that he did so, as it certainly con- 
tains a most objectionable clause which 
ought to be eliminated at the first onpor- 
tunity. The clause in question is that clause 
which, as Judge Prendergast says, under- 
„takes to vest in boards of education and 
“boards of directors authority and jurisaic- 
„tion over private day schools and subjects 
“these to the approval of such boards, 
„without which they cannot, according to 
“the act, exist.“ 

This clause not only mterferes with pa- 
rental rights and privileges, contrary to the 
spiritif not the letter of the Constitution, 
but it is utterly and vexatiously absurd. It 
places a dangerous power in the hands of 
school directors, many of whom, in rural 
districts especially, are both illiterate and 
Uliberal. 

But the Wisconsin law contains no such 
objectionable provision. It is refreshing to 
find so stanch a Catholic as Judge Prender- 
gast say at this time concerning that en- 
actment that “while open to some objec- 
tions it is yet replete with provisions recog- 
“nizing and guarding parental rights, and at 
tune same time it accords to the State recog- 
“nition of its proper functions”; also that 
eit creates no legal preference or superiority 
“between the systems” (i. e., between 
the parochial and the public school sys- 
tems); and that the opposition is directed 
“against what that law is believed to be 
„rather than against what it is.“ 

it is to be hoped that these comments will 
be read by the leaders of the German Catho- 
he Congress how assembled in Milwaukee 
before they declare in favor of making an 
issue on tne Bennett law. They should read 
that statute carefully and not accept the 
jaundiced view of the politicians concerning 
it, nor the utterly unwarrantable and most 
mischievous interpretation of it to be found 
in the circular which the boss pedagogue of 
Wisconsin, Suvermtendent Thayer, has fool- 
ishly circulated, 

It would seem that both in Illinois and 
Wisconsin the less schoolmasters have to do 
with educational legislation the better. 
Whenever they interfere they bungle and 
blunder. They forget the people and only 
attempt to legislate for their own special 
class. That is how the Illinois law came to 
contain mischievous ana unconstitutional 
provisions and the false ideas concerning the 
Wisconsin law came to be circulated. 


THE ORIGINAL PACKAGE BILL. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has again 
amended the bill to give States full power to 
deal with imported liquors, and the measure 
now reads as foliows: 


That when any intoxicating liquors shall be 
transported from one State or Territory to an- 
other, or from any foreign country, such liquors 
shall, when the actual and continuous transpor- 
tation of the same shall have terminated, be con- 
sidered to have ceased to be the subjects of 
inter-State commerce and be a part of the com- 
mon mass of property within the State or Terri- 
tory, and subject to the respective powers of the 
State or Territory in respéct of all police regula- 


| tions of prohibition, regulation, or taxation. 


As it stood before the last change the bill 
declared that no State should be held to be 
„ limited or restrained“ in its power to pro- 
hibit or tax the sale of intoxicating liquors 
because of the fact that the same were im- 
ported from another state or a foreign coun- 
try. In that form the bill was strongly criti- 
cised as being in effect a grant of power by 
Congress to the States, and for that reason 
void and of no effect. The recent change 
shows that the Senate committee wishes to 
avoid as far as possible all appearance of 
making a grant of power to the States. In- 
stead, therefore, of saying anything about 
„limiting or restraining’’ the States or confer- 
ring authority upon them the bill now declares 
that Federal jurisdiction over liquors passing 
from one State to another shail cease when 
the transportation is performed and the desti- 
nation reached. 

As the original package bill stands now it 
does not seem to modify in any marked de- 
gree the doctrine recently laid down by the 
Supreme Court. Speaking of the Illinois 
brewers who shipped beer into Iowa the 
court said that they had a right to take 


beer into that State, and in the view which 


we have expressed they had the right to sell 
it, by which act alone it would become min- 
gled in the common mass of property within 
the State.“ The court said Federal author- 
ity would go with the liquor as an import 
and give it protection until it was solid by 
the importer and the sale in the original 


package would end the inter-State character 


of the transaction. Hence it seemed that 
the State could forbid or regulate as it saw 
fit any sales of the liquor at retail in dram- 
shops or to be drank on the premises. The 
original package bill in providing that Feda- 
eral authority shall accompany imported 
liquor until transportation is completed 
means that individuals can secure supplies 
for their own use, and in refusing to author- 
ize any sale whatever it aims to make it 
clear beyond question that any retail sale 
must depend exclusively on State laws. The 
contract of express-carriers is to transport 
not merely from one town to another but 
from one person to another, and with them 
transportation is compiete only when deliv- 
ery is made to the consignee. Under the 
proposed bill individuals can import liquor 
for their own use, but not for sale unless the 
traffic ‘= permitted by ‘ne State. The bill

than the court did that the retail traffic in 
liquor imported from other States will have 
no protection from the Federal Government. 


The angry Newfoundlanders, through their. 


Legislative Council and House of Assembly, 
have gone straight to the Queen with their 
indignant protests against the continuance 
of the modus vivendi with France, which 
‘threatens to ruin the principal industry upon 
which they can rely for subsistence and gives 
to French navai officers the power of forcibly 
expelling them from their own waters. It 
must be conceded they do not mince their 
words, They do not so much plead for as 
demand the intervention of Great Britain in 
the ir behalf, upon the penalty not only of 
armed resistance to French fishermen but 
of the possible secession of the isiand if 
tne mother ccuntry refuses to come to its 
rescue from French depredations upon its 
most important industry. 

There are two sides to this as there are to 
every question, but the sympathies of the 
world will be on the side of the Newfound- 
landers, apart from tne legal and diplomatic 
phases of the dispute. 

Under the provisions of the treaty of 
Utrecht France was given fishing rights off 
the Newfoundland coast, with the right to 
land and cure fish. The French have per- 
sistently claimed this right, and have been 
paying heavy bounties. The latter gratuity 
has superinduced a strong competition from 
which the Newfoundlanders have suffered 
for years. They have borae it with exem- 
plary patience, although it has practically 
amounted to a confiscation of their principal 
industry and has greatly impoverished them. 
A thousand miles of their shore line have 
been monopolized by the French and are now 
substantially controlled by French naval offi- 
cers instead ot by the Newfoundlanders. 
The straw which has broken the camel’s 
back, however, is the concession of the 
modus vivendi agreed upon by Great Britain 
and France, on the terms of which, in vioila- 
tion of the treaty and the local bait laws, the 
French are allowed to catch lobsters, erect 
factories on the coast ana can them, and the 
Newfoundlanders are prevented from doing 
the same. Scores of these factories have 
been erected during the last two or 
three years and scores more will go up this 
year. Worse than this, the French are 
steadily encroaching upon the rights of the 
islanders by seizing lands for other purposes | 
and confiscating mines, mineral and forest 
lands. With this gloomy prospect confront- 
ing them the memorialists sternly protest in 
the following vigorous language: 


The disposition shown by the foregoing state- 
ment of plain facts to still further sacrifice the 
interests of your Majesty’ s subjects in this col- 
ony by your Majesty's imperial advisers to the 
claims of foreign nations calls for the use of 
every means in ovr power to protect ourselves 
and our country from the destruction which tne 
French, ably edand abetted by your Majes- 
ty’s Minister, we hope and believe unintention- 
ally, are endeavoring to bring upon us. This col- 
ony will be satistied with nothing short of the 
final removal of every French lobster factory 
from the shores of Newfoundland, and all the 
means in our power will be used to that end, 

In our opinion the time has arrived when sub- 
mission to such glaring injustice is no longer 
possible, and the colony must take all and any 
means in its power to frustrate the designs of its 
despoilers; and by this appeal to your most 
gracious Majesty and to people of Great 
Britain we desire to show that we have right 
and justice on our side. and that such steps as 
we may have to take wili have been forced on 
us by foreign aggression and by the supine ac- 
quiescence therein of your Majesty’s Imperial 
Ministers, 


There is no mistaking such language as 
this. The islanaers are in a blaze of indig- 
nation at the negligence of Great Britain to 
protect their rights, and there can be little 
doubt that if the modus vivendi is allowed to 
continue we shall soon hear of sharp collis- 
ions between the Newfoundland and French 
fishermen, and that if the former cannot ob- 
tain their rights by force the next thing we 
shall know they will be knocking at our 
doors for admission to the Union. That 
menace has already been held out by the 
Newtoundlanders, and to that compiexion it 
may come at last. 


THE MISSISSIPPI MUD BANKS. 

The New Orleans Picayune returns to the 
leyee question and presents some figures 
from the report of the Chief Engineer of the 
Board of Mississippi Levee Commussioners 
which, of themselves, are a sufficient argu- 
ment to demonstrate the folly of longer at- 
tempting to protect the shores of the Missis- 
sippi by raising its bottom and confining its 
waters between mud banks. The levees are 
now laid out toa standard of eight feet crown 
with slopes of three to one on each side. In 
order to give protection itis now estimated 


that they must be three times as thick at the 


crown with a slope of five of base to one of 
height, so that they would be 10 feet high, 25 
feet thick at the top and 125 feet thick at the 
base. Levees of this kind would cost about 
$100,000 a mile, and as Louisiana alone has 600 


miles of frontage on the river it will take not 


less than $60,000,000 to construct them for that 
State alone. And when they are constructed, 
whatthen? The Mississippi engineer is con- 
vinced that the breaks always occur from 


the bottom. He says: 

In every case in which the break was observed 
the cause was evidently under the levee and not 
in it, the break taking place in the natural sur- 
face on the land side of the levee. These cir- 
cumstances point with a probability, which is al- 
most certainty, to the conclusion that the weak- 
ness lay in a sandy stratum either immediately 
beneath the levee or only a short distance below 
the ground. This soil is of a much looser con- 
sistency than that of the levee itself, since the 
latter is packed, while the former is spongy and 
permeated with roots, pores, and fissures. If 
the borrow-pits extend into this stratum, and it 
be consequently exposed to the enormous lat- 
eral pressure of water ata great depth, contin- 
ued for weeks and months, it becomes thorough- 
ly infiltrated with water and reduced to an al 
most semi-fluid condition, being thus capable of 

artially transmitting a hydrostatic pressure. 
The weight of the levee is sufficient to withstand 
this pressure, but it is exerted with destructive 
effect on the thin crust of natural soil just inside 
the levee and bursts it up. 

If the river gets undera levee seventy or 
eighty feet at the base so easily and toppies 
it down, what assurance can the levee ad- 
vocates give that it will not findits way un- 
der one a third thicker with equal ease? Why 
waste $60,000,000 of money on mud banks, 
when for a comparatively small sum the ex- 
periment could be tried of enlarging the out- 
let—the natural method of taking care of the 
surplus water? For forty years the alluvial 
spongy levees have proved failures. Why 


not at least test the outiet system?

DEATH OF BISHOP JAMES O'CONNOR. 


The Noted Prelate Expires at Omaha at 
the Age of 66 Years. 

Omana, Neb., May 27.—[Special.]—Bishop 
James O' Connor passed away at 11:25 o’clock 
this morning. At the bedside were Vicar- 
General Choka, Fathers McCarthy, Smith, 
Koopman, and Colaneri of Omaha and Cas- 
sidy of O’Neill, together with several Sisters 
ot Mercy. The desire of the Bishop was that 
there be no display at the services attendant 
upon his death, consequeptly there will be no 
sermon and no flowers. The date of the in- 
terment has not yet been decided upon, but 
it will bably be Wednesday of next 
week. e body will probably be laid to rest 
m the vaults of St. Philomena’s Catnedral. 
During the Bishop’s sickness Vicar General 
Choka attended to the duties of the Bishop, 
and it was the desire of the latter that he be 
appointed to succeed him. The Archbishop 
of St. Louis has the nomination. In Novem- 
ber last the Bishop’s health broke down and 
the Bishop, accompanied by his secretary, 
Father Colaneri, went to St. Louis, tnen to 
New Orleans, and finally to St. Augustine, 
Fia., in hope that the balmy air of the South 
would restore his health or at least prolong 
his days. From St. Augustine he went to 
Pittsburg, and while in that city it was be- 
lieved that he was at the point of death and 
the last sacrament was administered. But 
the Bishop’s t desire was to live to reach 
Omaha, and he rallied, greatly to the sur- 
prise of his physician, and arrived at this 
city about six weeks ago. 

[Bishop O Connor was born in Queenstown 
Ireland, Sept: 10, 18%. He came to this 
country at the age of 15 in company witb his, 
brother, the celebrated Michael O Connor, who 
was afterwards Bishop of Pittsburg, and who 
finally entered the Society of Jesus, in which he 
died some years ago. After study for a few 

years at e old St. 
Charlies Seminary in 
Philadelphia, James 
O'Connor was sent to the 


priest in 1845. Returning 
to the United States im- 
mediately after his or- 
dination, he began his 
missionary labors in the 
diocese of Pittsburg, 
over which his brother, 
Michael O'Connor, then 
presided as Bishop. 

His scholarship and 
administrative ability 
soon became known and 
1 11 and brought 

BISHOP O'CONNOR. about his appointment 
as President of the Diocesan Seminary of St. 
Michael in 1857. Soon after he was appointed 
Vicar General and Administrator of the diocese. 
In the year 1864 he was transferred to St. Charles’ 
Seminary, Overbrook, near Philadelphia. There 
he acted as professor of philosophy and ecolesi- 
astical history. Ina short time he became rec- 
tor of the seminary, which position he retained 
tili June, 1872 when de resigned and was ap- 
pointed pastor of St. Dominie's Church, Holmes- 
burg. Pa. On Aug. 2, 1876, he was vconse- 
crated Bishop of Dibona and Vicar-Apostolic of 
Nebraska. is ceremony took place in St. 
Charies’ Seminary; Overbrook. The new Bishop 
arrived in Omaha in the September following, 
1876.

e | MB. ADAMS URGES DELAY. | 


HE WANTS THE FOURTH DISTRIOT 
CONVENTION POSTPONED, 


Little Likelihood of His Wishes Being Con- 


sidered-Hig change of Front- The 


Right of Former Committeemen to 
Appoint Proxies to Be Determined at 
Today's Mecting—How the Primaries 
Shoald Be Calied to Avoid Confasion— 
Other Political Matters. 

Congressman E. Adams and his 
representatives on the Fourth Congressional 
District Republican Committee are strongly 
opposed to calling the convention next month. 
They say itis too early. They want it put 
off until September or October. The can- 
vass would be too long and expensive, they 
claim, if a convention were held next month. 
Nevertheless, it is believed that at the meet- 
ing of tae committee this dfternoon at the 
North Side Turner Hall the date of the con- 


‘vention will be fixed at June 14, and that 


Louis O’ Neill will be the only committeeman 
who will seriously urge a postponement. 

A committeeman who was spoken to on the 
subject yesterday said: Mr. Adams ought 
not to complain about an early convention. 
When the proposition was first broached in 
Washington at a conference attended by 
tne three Chicago Republican Congress- 
men Mr. Adams acquiesced in a sugges- 
tion that the conventions for the three 
districts should be calied June 1. i have 
been informed that he afterwards tola Con- 
gressman Taylor that ne desired an early 
convention. Mr. Abbot, his relative and 
confidential friend, told W. G. Beale that he 
thought Mr. Adams would like to have the 
convention June 10. The convention which 
nominated Mr. Adams in 1888 was held in 
June ana at Mr. Adams’ own request. Prec- 
edent, then, is in favor of an early conven- 
tion, and all the talk about taking snap judg- 
menton the present Representative of the 
Fourth District is poppycock and nonsense.” 

Mr. Adams evidently expects that the con- 
vention will be called for next month, and he 
is making an exceedingly active canvass. It 
is reported that he has already detached 
Sheriff Matson from Mr. Willits’ force, but 
the report is not credited. 

A PROBABLE PRECEDENT. 

One of the first matters to come up at the 
meeting of the committee this afternoon will 
be as to who shall succeed Laurence Hessel 
roth, who was committeeman from the 
Twenty-third, but who moved out of the 
ward six months ago. Can Mr. Hesselroth 
appoint as proxy a resident of the ward? The 
decision this afternoon on this matter is like- 
ly to torm a p ent. 

Frank Gilbert, who was the representative 
of the Second Ward in the First District 
Committee, has moved to the North Side. 
Can he appoint as bis proxy a resident of the 
ward! The decision of today is likely to 
govern. 

A member of the First District Republican 
Committee said yesterday that the Congres- 
sional primaries in that district would be held 
before the county primaries. “This will 
avoid complications of a peculiar and embar- 
rassing character,“ he added, because the 
ward boundaries and the Congressional dis- 
trict boundaries do not correspond. Thus 
the eastern precincts of the Fifth and Sixth 
Wards form part of the first District. The 
western sections of both wards are in the 
Second District. Then again the issues in 
toe Congressional contests and in the State 
contest are dissimilar.“ 

It is likely then that the committee when 
it meets next Saturday will call the con ven- 
tion for June 14. 

Tne County Committee will meet tomor- 
row at the Sherman House, not at the Grand 
Pacific. The convenuon will be called for 


Saturday, June 21, the-primaries for the pre- . 


ceding day. Owimmg to the fact that dele- 
gates will be elected to the Second, Sixth, 
and probably to the First Senatorial 
conventions the same day, it is likely that 
the call for the election of delegates will be 
by Senatorial districts. It is thought that in 
no other way can confusion be avoided. 
A COMMITTEEMAN’S OPINION. 

A member of the committee who has expe- 
rience in these matters said yesterday: 

„% Just as certain as the State convention 
meets the vote of Cook County will be calied 
and recorded by Senatorial districts. Some 
will try to have the County convention se- 
lect delegates by wards. This will never do. 
The State call authorizes these delegates to 
be selected by ‘Senatorial districts.’ Ad- 
mitting the possibility of a county conven- 
tion breaking itself into Senatorial 
districts to name State delegates, the 
ratio or basis of Senatorial voting 
power in such convention runs the 
risk of leading to confusion. The Third 
Ward, for instance, contains parts of three 
districts. The Tenth Ward contains por 
thons of the Fourth and Fifth Senatorial Dis- 
tricts, while the Eleventh Ward is diviaed 
into tour separate Senatorial districts, mak- 
ing It impossible for the county call to meet 
Senatorial conditions in any satisfactory 
manner. One precinct of the Twentieth 
Ward with thirty-five votes belongs to the 
Sixth Senatorial District, and will be en- 
tirely lost in the shuffle unless the Senatorial 
district plan 18 me ge 

The wisest plan then is to call the county 
convention by Senatorial districts. The 
primary law makes it possible for the voter 
te indicate his choice for both county and 
State delegates, and in all the primary dis- 
tricts names of both sets of delegates should 
be printed on the same tickets.” 

It will be seen from this that unless great 
care is taken at tomorrow’s meeting serious 
complications may arise. The suggestion is 
made that the whole matter of framing the 
case shall be referred to a sub-committee, 

SEPARATE BOXSS TO BE ASKED. 

For the Senatorial delegates who are to 
nominate candidates for Representatives 
separate boxes will be asked. 

As already stated, it is believed that the 
First District Convention will de called at 
the same time as the County Convention. 
James H. Burke, a member of the Senatorial 
Committee, said yesterday that the intention 
last week was to nominate a Senator and 
two Representatives next month. He had 
not seen George Berz or A. J. Stone, the 
other members of the committee, for some 
days, but thought likely they adhered to their 
previous opinions. 

The talk in favor of Franz Amberg for State 
Treasurer seems to grow in strength and 
volume. It is now believed that he will be 
nominated and will accept. This would spoil 
Otto Dehling’s chances for the Appellate 
Court Clerkship, which in that event would 
go either to William Lorimer, P. A. Sun- 
delius, or O. W. Nash of Oak Park. The 
latter was brought out yesterday as a candi- 
date with influential backing. 

There will be lively contests in most of the 
South Side wards Saturday at the Democrat- 
ic primaries. The Committeemen have con- 
tracted to carry the wards tor “Fitzgerald 
and Reform.“ The City-Hall gang has been 
instructed to carry them against Fitzgerald.

The Alliance Promises to Break the Bour- 
bon Baek. 
Wasurneton, D. C., May 27.—[Special. 
Members of the Republican National Com- 
mittee make no bones o 
meeting of the Executive mittee at Sen- 
ator Quay’s house Friday will be an impor- 
tant one.

The conviction in most 
minds is that the Fifty-second Congress 
will have a Jarger number of members out- 
side the Republican and Democratic party 
lines than at any time since the Greenback 
movement was at its flood tide. This is not 
especially disquieting, however, because the 
signs point to the Democrats as equal suffer- 
ers. In fact the back of Bourbonism in the 
South seems likely to be broken by the 
Farmers’ Alliance. A good many Southern 
members are trying to save themselves by 
falling in with the alliance, but a large pro- 
portion of them will not succeed. Of tne 
fourteen Southern Republican members it 
seems certain that at least ten or eleven dis- 


tricts cun be held, while there will unques- 


tionably be ns in other districts, because 
the farmers’ movement will help to bring 
about honest elections.

CHICAGOANS WHO HAVE NO USE FOR 
UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS,

John Ginocchio, the 
other witness; was not asked his views 
on the subject at all. Mr. Raster, however, 
was quite free to express himself, especially 
since it was at his suggestuon that Mr. Adams 
introduced a bill of that purport in Congress. 

It came about in this wise: He had told 
the committee that of the population of Chi- 
cago probably 70 per cent was either foreign 
born or the children of foreign-born parents; 
that in no other city did so many work-peo- 
ple own their own homes; that nine-tenths 
of the immigrants were people who worked 
for a living and did not speculate; that the 
Germans were particulary thrifty; and aiso 
that within the last five years he thought he 
had detected a deterioration in the class of 
immigrants. There were too many Polish, 
Russian, and Roumanian Jews, and too 
many of the Southern Italians. Then he 
was asked what he would recommend by way 
of amending the immigration laws. 

HOSPITALITY HAS RIGHTS. 

„% Every immigrant should be able to read 
in hisown language and to write a little 
more than his own signature,’’ rephed Mr. 
Raster. He should be furnished by our 
Consul at the port whence he comes with a 
pamphiet, printed in his own la con- 
taining a description ofthis country and the 
nature ofitslaws Then Congress should 
enact a law emboding in it affirmatively the 
sovereign right of this Nation to expel from 
its borders, within five years of their land- 
ing, all persons who make nuisances of them- 
selves. All the nations of the world, except 
England and the United States, do this. I 
the Anarchists had been so kept out tere 
never would have been a haymarket 
riot. Such fellows as Johann Most 
should be taken by the nape of tne neck and 
told: ‘My good friend, we don’t want you. 
Get out.’ If I keep open house to my friends 
that does not prevent me from asserting my 
right to throw any fellew out who comes in 
drunk and makes a disturbance. The coun- 
try ought to be abie te put out an alien who 
advocates anarchistic or socialistic doctrines. 
In cities like this they are an especial nui- 
sance.“ 

„Define the difference between an An- 
archist and a Socialist?“ requested Mr. 
Stump. 

The Anarchists and Socialists, while ap- 

rently in favor of opposite methods, really 
ap over. Both want to destroy the Govern- 
ment. 

** But are not the Russian Nihilists striving 
to obtain a republican torm of government 
and are not many of them refined and edu- 
cated persons“ asked Chairman Owen. 

Prince K tkin is an Anarchist and so 
is Mr. Shevitch of New York, who is or was 
one of the nobility, but a Russian Anarchist 
is no better than any other kind. He thinks 
this Government is as bad as any. He wants 
to destroy them all. He would destroy for 
destruction’s sake.“ 

“If he went to Heaven?” put in Mr.

„He wouldn't be happy till he destroyed 
it,“ finished Mr. Raster. :

„% How are you going to prove that a man 
is an Anarchist“ inquired Mr. Lehlbach 
who didn’t seem enthusiastically in favor of 
the new alien and sedition bill which Mr.

„Expel them, too. Bismarck drove the 
Anarchists out when they became troubie- 
some.“ 

“Tf they are troublesome to us have we a 
right to throw them on other nations !“ asked 
Mr. Stump. | 

“Why should we be so generous? They are 
not so to us. If you pick up the Vienna 
papers you will see that such and such per- 
sons were ordered to leave the empire. Some 
times there are thirty or forty a month thus 
exiled. Their names are printed and they 
have to get out of the empire.“ | 
Dont you suppose the educational qual- 
ifications you propose would exclude a good 
many persons who might turn out to be good 
citizens?’ asked Mr. Lehibach.

How would you tell an Anarchist if you 
saw one“ asked Mr. Lehlbach.

“DEACON” WHITE ON THE RACE PROBLEM. 


He Advises Forbearance and Fairness of 
Spirit on Both Sides. 

Sauispury, N. C., May 27.—(Special.]— 
„Deacon S. V. White, of Brooklyn, N. L., 
spoke before the literary societies of Livings- 
ton College today on the race question in the 
South. | 

He discussed the outcome of the slave 
system as shown in the condition of the 
black race today, and advised the colored 
man tothink studiously of the condition of 
mind of the Southern white man during the 

riod immediately following the war before 
aying too much blame at his door for his 
treatment of the biack race. In speaking of 
negro government Mr. White said: 

“There was probably pever such a re- 
versal of fortane in the history of any peo- 
ple, The lately dominant race, who tnen 
owned whatever property remained in these 
States, and who still suileniy believed they 
owned their legislators, being numerically 
fewer than the blacks, were in a hopeless 
minority, and the lately servile race, who 
had almost no property, and almost no educa- 
uon, and absolutely no experience in govern- 
mental affairs or in political science, were in 
the ascendency and controlling the policy in 
State affairs. 

Hut even then, and under those abnormal 
conditions, if the government by the negroes 
had been under the leadership of honest men, 
all parties would have soon probably acaui- 
esced and trusted to time and votes to cor- 
rect wrongs if they were found to exist.“ 

He scored the whites for their interference 
with the negro ballot, and, addressing them 
as though present, said: 

“You deliberately decided among your- 
selves that an inferior race should not, from 
their numerical majority, make laws for the 
superior race, and to that end you combined 
your superior intelligence, your superior 
prestige, and your superior wealth, to thwart 
the honest casting and counting of the negro 
vote, by trick, or by fraud, or by intimida- 
tion, or by violence and death, if need be. 

And | charge, not in a spirit of recrimina- 
tion, but in ali kindness and sadness Icharge 
it, that that determination and the means 
used in Carrying it out are the darkest spots 
upon the escutcheon of popular govern- 
ment to be found in all the republics of 
Christendom today.“ 

Mr. White ended with a plea for forbear- 
ance by both races, and asked for an attempt 
to adjust differences that should have a 
foundation in fairness of spirit. 


INDEBTEDNESS OF THE COUNTIES, 


Preliminary Report of the Census Office on 
State and Local Finance. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 27.—The census 
office today made public the first results of 
the eleventh census in relation to State and 
local finance. It consists of a preliminary 
report by Mr. T. Campbell Copeland, in 
charge of local finance, on the indebtedness 
of the 2,809 counties in the United States. 

The reports show that the principal of the 
State debts at the present time is $228,679,817. 
Of this amount $194,954,206 is bonded debt 
and $33,725,610 floating debt. This shows a 
net decrease in the total debt during the last 
ten years of $54,450,484, the bondea debt hay- 
ing been decreased by $64,083,249, and the 
floating debt increased by $9,623,764. 

The changes in the same debt by geograph- 
ical divisions have been as follows:

The States have reduced their debts to this 
extent, says the report, mainly by applying 
to the redemption of their obligations the 
revenues not needed for current expenses. 
In a few cases, however, a reduction of the 
debt has been effected by the en- 
forced redemption of obligations at a 
discount, but the amount of reduction 
through this process cannot be ascertained 
until the statements of outstanding debts in 
those States have been compared with the 
cash receipts and expenditures onfaccount of 
the debt for the same period and the differ- 
ences noted. The total bonded debt of the 
United States is shown to have been $1,709,- 
998,100 in 1880 and $719,178,570 in 1890. The 
bonded debt of the several States in 1880 was 
„087, 456 and $194,954,206 at the present 
time, making a total decrease of $1,054,897,780 
State and National 
As to the county indebtedness the 2 
shows the total bonded debt of tne 2,809 
counties in the United States and Territories 
to be $180,734,959, as against $104,493,752 in 
1880. The floating aebt of these counties in 
1880 was $16,745,331, while their present float- 
ing debt is $14,958,881, a decrease of $1,756,- 
450. This shows an increase in the total 
debt of the counties of the United States 
during the last ten years of $24,454,760.

PREME COURT’S LIQUOB DECISION, 


At First They Were Inclined te Be More 
Severe with the Court, but Afterwards 
Modified Their Action—A Bitter De- 
nunciation of Saloons aad the Liquor 
Trano— The Episcopalians to Bulla 
New House for Bishop MeLaren. 

Following the lead of the Methodist Gen- 
eral Conference the Baptists of the United 
States have formally committed themselves 
in favor of tne probibition of the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors. ~ 

At yesterday’s meeting of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, at which 1,307 
delegates and 390 life members were present, 
the report of the Committee on Temperance 
wus read by the Rev. Dr. Delano. He said 
there had been “a struggle in the committee 
in which high license, low license, prohibi- 
tion, and third party had been freely dis- 
cussed,’”’ and, as the Chairman was regarded 
as being conservative, a compromise was 
effected by giving him a ruling voice in the 
framing of the report. The report declared 
the saloon to be a menace to the church and 
to society and subversive of good govera- 
ment; that it could not be reformed and 
was thoroughly un-American and intolerable. 
The report deplored the recent decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in the 
“original package case, and expressed the 
hope that Congress would meet the exigency 
of the occasion in such a way “ that the last 
estate of the saloon should be worse than the 
first“; it asked Christians to vote to over- 
throw the power of the salooa.”’ > 

The reading of the report was greeted with 
some little applause, but a delegate in the 
back part of the room arose and said: 

T move to amend the report 1 
me the words ‘liquor traffic’ for the sa- 
loon.’ In my State there are many le 
opposed to the saloon who are not opposed to 
the liquor trafic.“ ati 

The amendment was accepted. 

The Rev. Dr. O. O. Fletcher of Springfield, 
III., objected to that part of the report which 
censured the Supreme Court. 5 

We are not here,“ said he, to judg- 
ment on the Supreme Court of the United 
States, nor are we competent to doso. I be- 
heve the Supreme Bench to be composed of 
able lawyers, much better versed than we are 
in the laws and Constituuon of our country. 
In my opinion they could not do otherwise 
than render the decision they have given 
under the existing laws. We should rather 
seek to amend the laws and the Constitution 
than ceasure the Supreme Court for abiding 
by them.“ 

This view did not- please some of the pro- 
hibition members, and President Kingsley 
remarked: 
with us, but of morals.” [Applause.| 

Dr. Fletcher contended tenaciously for his 
point, and to settie the difficulty the resolu- 
tion was so amended as to “deplore the re- 
sult of the decision of the Supreme Court.“ 

The morning session opened with an ad- 
dress on Mexico by the Rev. Dr. H. F. Colby 
ot Ohio, Who spoke of the state of mission 
work in that republic.

The Diocesan Convention Agrees that His

The Annual Diocesan Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church began yester- 
day morning in the Cathedral ot S8. Peter 
the Paul with a full choral celebration of 
the Holy Communion, a large number of 
clerical ana lay delegates being present. 
Immediately after the service the Bishop 
brought the convention to order and an- 
nounced the standing committees.

The Bishop gave a résumé of the 
work during the last year, dwell es al- 
ly on the Western Theological minary.

THE ATHLETIC SITUATION. 


The Athletic Union Persists in Giving West- 
etn Champlonship Games. 

The athletic situation, while decidedly clearer 
than in the warring days of the old National As- 
sociation and Amateur Athletic Union, is far 
from being completely straightened out. The 
Amateur Athletic Union while in command in 
the East nas failed to come to terms with the 
Western clubs, and is, therefore, not National in 
its workings or object. It has announced West- 


ern championships for Detroit and persists in 
holding them year after year, although no one 
looks on the winners of the events as Western 
champions. The only Western championsbips 
are those given each year by the Western Asso- 
ciation. There was a movement on foot some 
time ago to bring about the consolidation of the 
two associations. butit fell through. The Ama- 
teur Athletic Union. wanted the clubs of the 
Western Association to apply as individuals to 
the union for admission. This the clubs 
rightly refused to do, and announced 
that unless the association was taken 
inasabody it would continue as at present. 
This ended the matter for the time being. Now, 
however, the Eastern people are again urging 
the matter on the union, and are asking why the 
Western Association is not taken in. 

Whenever the Athietic Union is willing to 
listen to reason then an amalgamation can be 
effected. This country is entirely too large to be 
governed by one central organization, and should 
be divided into sections, each with governing 
power but all subservient to one grand board of 
management composed of representatives from 
the different sections, This pian has been in 
vogue in England for some time and has been 
found to work well. The country could be di- 
vi into three sections: the first to consist of 
all the territory east of Pittsburg; the second to 
embrace the Mississippi Valley and Southern 
States; and the third to embrace the Far West, 
Then, instead of three distinct organizations 
working independently of each other and hav- 
ing different amateur definitions, there would be 
one grand organization controlling the athietic 
interests of the country. Such a result can be 
cognize the Western 
tion as a body and deal with it as suen.

Five acres of ground at the corner of But- 
ler and Thirty-filth streets, aad adjoining the 
Fort Wayne tracks, were purchased for 
$50,000, and the erection of buildings began.

ANOTHER BAD DOSE FOR THE ALTON. 


Roads West of the Missouri Refuse to Pro- 
rate to St. Louis. . 

The Rock Island gave notice yesterday that 
it will withdraw June 2, 1890, all percentage 
divisions it has with the Southwestern Di- 
vision of the Western Freight Association 
on grain from points on its line west of tne 
Missouri River to Mississippi River points 
south of Keokuk, Ia. In taking this position 
the Rock Island is simply duplicating the ac- 
won of all other roads in the Southwestern 
Division of the Western Freight Association 
that have lines both east and west of the 
Missouri River. The Alton will be the prin- 
cipal sufferer from this action on the part 
of the Rock Isiand and Santa Fe roads, from 
which it sécured heretofore much of the 
traffic from points west of the Missouri 
River to and via St. Louis. Except tne traffic 
it will get from tne Kansas Pacific branch 
of the Union Pacific, for St. Lonis the 
Alton will have to depend almost entirely 
upon the traffic originating at Kansas City. 
The Alton can, of course, compete for busi- 
ness at all points on the Missouri River, but 
it will have to pay the lines west of the river 
their full local rates and accept for 
itself whatever proportion is left atter 
deducting that local rate. The lines 
west of the river by keeping up high local 
rates and making exceedingly low through 
rates over their own lines are playing a dan- 
gerous game. The Kansas people are already 
up in arms against the high local rates they 
have to pay, and the Kansas Railroad Com- 
missioners threaten to reduce the rates in 
their State. If they do this, and the indica- 
tions are that they will within a few days, 
the Alton will be in a better position than it 
iS at present. 

A meeting of the Managers of the roads 
east and west of the Missouri River was held 
in the rooms of the Western Freight Associ- 
ation yesterday to consider a proposition to 
reduce the local rates west of the Missouri 
River in order to bring the combined local 
more into conformity with the through rates 
and thus avert the danger of a reduction in 
the rates by the Kansas Commissieners. 
The meeting, however, was devoid of any re- 
— each road having a different idea as re- 

s the steps necessary to be taken. 


Detectives Whe Do Not Detect. 

The Inter-State commission is continually 
increasing its force of special agents or de- 
tectives which are to ferret out violations of 
the Inter-State Commerce law, but as yet it 
has not transpired that any of the roads have 
been detected in manipulation of rates 
and discrimination against shippers and 
places, aithouch it is admitted by the roads 
themselves that those illegal practices are as 
freely induiged in if not more so than be- 
fore the Inter-State Commerce law was en- 
acted. Mr. Kretschmar, one of the Commis- 
sioners’ special agents, has been in this city 
for over two weeks, but beyond calling upon 
some of the managers and making known to 
them the object of his errand he has not, as 
far as can be learned, accomplished anything. 
Another special agent to assist Mr. Kretsch- 
mar in the performance of his arduous duties 
has just been appointed by the commission. 
His name is E. P. Davis. and he was formerly 
one of the assistants of P. P. Rainer, chief 
inspector of the Central Traffic Association’s 
Inspection and Weighing Bureau and Secre- 
tary of the Joint Rate Committee. Mr. E. P. 
Davis has considerable experience in tbis 
line of business., but it is not probable that 
he will succeed any better than Mr. Kretsch- 
mar in unearthing the peculiar methods pur- 
sued by the railroads for the purpose of 
evading the provisions of the law. 


The Canadian Pacific’s Dressed Beef Deal. 

The alleged deal between the Canadian 
Pacific Railway and the dressed beef ship- 
pers of Chicago, whereby the latter are to 
ship the bulk of their dressed beef for the 
East over that road, does not seem to worry 
the Grand Trunk and other east-bound roads 
very much. All there is.to the arran 
ment, said a manager yesterday, is shat 
Swift made a contract a short time — 
with the “Wabash, the Canadian Pacific’s 
Chicago connection, but it does not appear 
that he gets a special rate. Mr. Swift, the 
gentleman said, has 
ever since the regular roads, including the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk, rerused to give 
him special privileges, which he formerly 
enjoyed, and he has been bent upon revenge 
ever since. All the other dressed beef men 
appear to be well satisfied with the treat- 
ment they receive from the regular roads, 
and both the Grand Trunk and Lake Shore 
get as much dressed beef business as ever 
before. 


Prosperous Condition of New York Roads.

[The complaint touches a postal law and not 
merely a ruling of the department. The section 
applying is as follows: 

Publications of the second class, other than 
weekly papers published where there is a letter- 
carrier office, must be prepaid by postage stamps 
afixed at the rate of one cent for each news- 
paper. The postage on each periodical not ex- 
ceeding two ounces in weight is one cent, or two 
cents on each periodical if weighing over two 
ounces if they are to be delivered by carrier in 
the city of publication. If they are to be deliy- 
ered through the lock boxes or through the gen- 
eral delivery they can be mailed at pound rates.” 

The excuse for the law is that if daily newspa- 
pers in cities wnicgh have carrier delivery were 
allowed to dump their editions upon the post- 
office at second-class rates the carriers would 
not only: be overloaded but would require ex- 
press wagons. An exception is made for weekly 
papers. robably monthly papers should also 
be excepted, but they were overlooked when the 
law was made.]

The Lake-Front and the Crowds. 
CHICAGO, May 23.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Objectors to the Lake-Front as a site for the 
World’s Fair urge against it the congestion 
which it will create in the business portion of the 
city. To the writer this objection does not seem 
to be well taken. Under the plan last sub- 
mitted forthe preparation of the Lake-Front 
(which is but an expansion of the P pave first pro- 
posed by Messrs. Burnham and Gookins) there 
would be an available area for World's Fair pur- 
poses aggregating 304.96 acres, This tract would 
have a west frontage of more thana mile, on 
which there would bethirteen (18) exits facing 
east and west streets. Then, traversing the en- 
tire park would be the great “ Lake-Shore 
drive,’’ leading outward to the North and South 
Divisions of the city. On the raiiroad front there 
would be opportunities for at least twelve sta- 
tions, from which numbers of péople could be 
quickly conveyed topoints northand south re- 
mote from the heart of the city. There remains 
as a further means of relief 5,600 feet of water 
front, along which wharfage could be established 
affording passenger steamers facilities for con- 
veying great numbers of people to and from 


} points on the river in all weathers, and in fair 


weather to and from points on the lake outside 
of tne Government breakwater. The water 
rqute would constitute an attractive feature. 
Asa means of bringing out the facts I submit 
a few figures bearing upon this question: As- 
suming that a columnof pedestrians leaves each 
of the thirteen (13) western exits, moving at the 
rate of 2½ miles per hour, each column monop- 
olizing one sidewalk eight (8) feet wide and each 
person having an allotment of nine square feet, 
we should have: 2½ miles equals 13,200 fest, mul- 
tiplied by 8 feet equals 105,600 square feet; 105,- 
600 square feet divided by 9 square feet equals 
11,788 persons per hour discharged from each 
exit; 11,7883 multiplied by 13 equals 152,529 per- 
sons per hour discharged from the 13 exits. 
These all pedestrians. The railroad devoting 
two tracks to Fair traffic, one north and the 
other south bound, could move trains of, say, 
eight (8) cars in length at intervals of five min- 
utes, or twelve north and twelve south bound 
trains per hour. eight cars each, seventy (70) peo- 
ple percar, thus 8 r each 
way per hour. Total, 13,440. Add to this the re- 
lief afforded by water carriage ped — from 
vehicies of all kinds and it will be seen that no 
other site can give equal facilities for caring for 
vast multitudes, This site is within easy walk- 
ing distance of a population of 250,000 people, in- 
clusive of guests of hotels and boarding-houses. 
All the leading hotels are easily reached from it 
bv afew minutes’ walk. The same is true of the 
theaters; and the great railway way-stations are 
clustered around it within reasonable walking 
distances. The railways leading from these great 
stations can transport daily 125,000 people with- 
out being overtaxed. Besides these facilities 
the cable railways are almost at the very portals; 
and the South Side elevated system will be in 
operation before the Fair opens. Again, the 
air which is not attractive enough to keep the 
multitudes who come to see it within its confines 
during business hours is a pronounced failure, 
and the crowds will leave nage as quickly as 
means can be had for so doing after this is dem- 
onstrated. 
Persons approaching this question think of 
past experiences’ when thousands have gathered 
upon the Lake-Front and stood for hours for the 
purpose of seeing some passing pageant, closing 
every avenue of travel; and they think of the 
World's Fair as vomiting forth its thousands at 
intervais during the day and choking up wita 
struggling humsnity thoroughfares which should 
be kept free for traffic. This, however, is a 


strained conception of the case. Thousands 


upon thousands there will be, bus they will not 
„stand at gaze like Joshua's moon in Ajalon“; 
rather will they move onward like the steady 
flow of a stream between their hOMes or tran- 
sient abodes and the great center of interest 
which draws alike the home-bora and the stran- 
ger within our gates. Their coming and going 
will be averaged throughout the hours for — — 
seeing. All who enter the confines of the great 

exhibit will not go for the day, but simply to 
spend so much time as their circumstances will 
permit them to use; and when they leave it will 
be by the portal which will bring them most 
directly to their several destinations. Respect-

One 
of them is that the 152,000 pedestrians he speaks 
of will be in addition to the number ordinarily 
using the few streets in the heart of the city. 
During the morning hours 200,000 persons come 
from other parts of the city to the First Ward on 
business or pleasure, and as evening comes on 
they turn their steps homeward. The total 
crowd which may have to be dealt with in the 
evenings, therefore, is rather 350,000 than 150,000.

The breakin the bank rate has come at last. 
Some of the leading banks are openly putting 
out call loans at ö per cent. For months the 
rate has been stationary at 6 per cent. At no 
time in late years has the money market re- 
mained steady for so long atime. For several 
months unusual demands have kept foliowing 
one another, keeping down the surplus and en- 
larging the line of discounts. The time came 
that has always before brought cheaper rates, 
but no change in rates came withit. Money 
wasin large supply and the inflow has been 
steady, but the line of credits increased to such 
an unusual extent that the rate has held 
firm, Many of the banks are still pro- 
testing that the demand is so heavy that 
there is no need for them to shade the 
6 per cent rate, but the fact remains that any 
one with proper security no longer need pay 
over 5 percent. Some ofthe leading banks be- 
gan yesterday in a regular way to make a rate 
of 5 per centon loans on approved local securi- 
ties, and it would seem that the broker who 
hereafter pays more than that is not at all suc- 
cessful in getting inside figures in the money 
market. New York exchange was strong yester- 
day at 40 cents premium. Sterling remained 
steady at the advanced rates of Monday, actual 
quotations being % for demand and 44@ 
484K for sixty days. 

At the Chicago Stock Exchange there was 
heavy trading in Calumet Dock and West Side 
Street railway. The char that the advance 
in West Side stock made Monday afternoon was 
the result of a bet between two brokers that the 
price could be put to 120, and the statement that 
the public was in no way a factor in the advance, 
may or may not be true. Whether the advance 
was started by manipulation and wash sales or 
not it was more than maintained yesterday, and 
if any one thought quotations had been fictitious- 
ly advanced they were free to unload on the 
market. The market yesterday took all that 
was offered readily, and there was with- 
out doubt considerable buying by the pub- 
lic. A great many people who believe 
in much higher price for West Sidestocks have 
been waiting for a break before buying, but the 
reaction has not come and they are getting tired 
waiting for it. The advance in Calumet Dock is 
simply a real-estate speculation, and as real- 
estate values are going the advance to the pres- 
ent point does not seem unwarranted, . Yester- 
day'a sales follow:
